Washington, Sept. 13 (/P)--A 
member of the Du Pont munitions 
family—Irenee, face flushed and 
ryes sparkling—declared before 
penate investigators today that ex- 
plosives manufactured by that 
company “had much to do” with 
preventing the United States from 
becoming a German province. 
His statement was the high point 
of a rousing argument that sizzled 
with passages between committee­ 
men and members of the famous 
family which owns E. I. Du Pont De 
Nemours and Company. 
A few minutes before, evidence 
had been introduced that Du Pont 
agents were vitally concerned over 
legislation for arms embargoes and 
even with the passage of the reso* 
lution which authorized the present 
munitions investigation. 
The revelations aroused Irenee 
nnd his brothers, Pierre and Lam- 
mot. who sat beside him in a semi­ 
circle before the committee table. 
'The nationalization of munitions 
industries would be a mistake.” he 
asserted. “They cannot be as ef­ 
ficient as private industry." 
“How do you know the war de­ 
partment wouldn't be as efficient 
siprivate industry?” sharply quir- 
ir*d Senator Rone (D-Wash.) “How 
do you know they couldn’t func­ 
tion and manufacture munitions as 
well as vou have done?”

Illness Threatens

Suffering from intestinal toxemia 
the famous Dionne quintuplets 
were in a condition tonight that 
cattscd their physician deep con­ 
cern.After visiting them Dr. A. R. 
Dafoe ordered extra nursing care, 
barred all visitors and said he 
would probably consult tomorrow 
with an internationally known 
child specialist, Dr. Alan Brown 
of Toronto. , 
Dr. Dafoe expressed the hope 
that danger was past, but added 
the children were still so small 
any illness might prove fatal. 
“For the last 36 hours,” he 
said, “the little ones have been 
suffering from a mild attack of 
intestinal toxemia. This leads to 
loss of fluid in the body and the 
little bodies waste away if the 
condition is not checked. The 
three-ounce loss in Yvonne’s 
weight yesterday was due to this 
ailment.” 
Aftere his latest visit he said 
Yvonne had come through the 
worst of her illness, but Annette 
was “not so good.” The three 
others, Cecille, Smilie and Marie 
do not seem to be so badly affect­ 
ed as their heavier sisters, he said.
